TELEPHONE CONCERN. 
Fraudulent Obtaining of Securi- 


ties of the Company on the Part 


An action involving bonds 
Northwestern Long Distance Telephone 
Company was brough* in the Superior 
Court yesterday by Charles E. Sum- 
ner. The defendants are William 
Mead, J. T. Anderson, H. D. Perry. O. 
Bloomfield apd the Northwestern Tele- 
phone Company, and G. EF. Newlin, F. 
E. Newlin and Harvey di- 
rectors. 

The prayer of the petition is that 
the defendants be required to deliver 
$334,166 par value of bonds of the com- 
pany, alleged to have been fraudulent- 
ly obtained by the defendants, or, in 
case they are unabi> to deliver the 


bonds, that the plaintift recover $334,- 


166, the value of the bonds. 

The transaction revolves around a 
stock deal. The plaintiff alleges that 
in 1904-5 he secured valuable franchises 
and telephone rights in Oregon and 
Washington, and that in 1906 he en- 
tered into an agreement with Mead 
for the organization of the defendant 
company with @ capital stock of $1,- 
50,000, with the plaintiff as president.
